Before we worry about the image problem，we 
should be concerned with the real problems of the 
community， The police task force has made some 
headway in pursuing the suspects，but the major inci- 
dent at Colden Dragon remains unsolved. Community 
residents still feel the force of the underworld is with 
us， Many would not trust community leaders and 
police officials. 

FEor the community to return to normal, there is no 
better way than for those in authority to solve the case， 
to suppress gang-related criminal activities, and to run 
underworld -elements out of town.

HONG KONG 一 This British 
enclave is relieved that the cost of 
living is likely to rise only very 
slowly，since a steady supply of 
food and other commodities has 
been guaranteed by China. Such 
Supplies have been coming over 
the years，but it is now officially 
confirmed that every effort will be 
made to keep up this constant 
stream，even though there might 
be a shortage in the country， 

Li Chiang，Minister of Foreign 
Trade of China，made it known 
that the Policy of uninterrupted 
flow of goods to Hong Kong and 
Macau，a Portuguese colony 40 
miles west of this British port，was 
laid down by the late Chairman 
Mao and the late Premier Chou 
En-lai，Revelation of this policy 
for the first time by a responsible 
cabinet minister in the Red Fiag， 
the official monthly of the Chinese 


Communist Party， has given 

comfort to the four million 

Chinese in Hong Kong. 
RESPONSIBILITY 


“We must correctly carry out 
this policy [of foreign trade] and 
actively increase the supplies to 
Hong Kong and Macau,， wrote Li 
Chiang. “All Places [in Chinaj] 
have the responsibility to_ contri- 
bute to Hong Kong and Macau， 
There will be no retrogression.” 

The foreign trade minister 
pointed out that Hong Kong， 
whose inhabitants are 98 percent 
Chinese，and Macau are Chinese 
terfitories., Their Dresent status as 
colonies is left over from history 
and their future-will have to be 
suitably settled at a time when 
conditions -are ripe，and，mean- 
time, the supply of commodities to 
these two enclaves constitutes a 
Special consideration in foreign 
trade, he said. 

GOODWILL 

Atthe moment, some concern is 
felt here over the need for water 
Oowing to the shortage of rainfall 
this past Spring and summer. As a 
result，the KKwangchow (Canton) 
authorities in 天 wangtung pPIov- 
ince have undertaken to increase 
the supply from this month as a 
goodwill gesture to this British 
colony. Water comes via overland 
pipeline from the East River in 
玫 wangtung. 

This much-needed source of 
SuUpply was first suggested by Ho 
Yin，a Chinese member of the 
Macau Legislative Assembly, to an 
unofficial member of the Hong 
Kong Legislative Council，The 
matter was eventually taken up by 
the local government and agreed 
to by the Kwangchou authorities， 
Thus, Hong Kong has suffered less 
of `"a water shortage than in 
previous drought seasons， al- 
though, at present, water Supply is 
eut off every day between 10 a.m 
and 4p.m， 

DOUBLINGC 
All sorts of foodstuffs are 


coming from China by railroad 
and ships from Chinese ports， 
notably nearby KKwangchow, Brit- 
ish officials， in view of the 
expanding imports from China， 
have mapped out plans for 
doubling the tracks of the Kow- 
loon-Canton Railway， Already， 
fresh fruits，vegetables，livestock， 
poultry andq other goods are 
coming here regardless of the state 
of supplies on the mainland， 

The luscious_ fruit， 五 cji，is

SACRAMENTO 一 By the end 
of the next decade, California may 
become the first “Third World 
state”on the continental U.S. 一 
the first state in which ethnic 
minority peoples collectively make 
up a new majority. While the 
jimplications of this ”quickly 
evolving shift in population could 
be significant for all Cajlifornians 
a5 well as the nation， few 
observers _ believe they can con- 
fidently predict the long-range 
consequences- 

Ethnic leaders dont even agree 
among themselves ”whether 
“majority status”would solve or 
create more problems. 

SCARY 

“Its kind of scary in one way,” 
admits Ceorge Singh，a counselor 
with Centro Legal de la Raza in 
Oakland.“Look at the compara- 
tive income brackets (of whites 
and ethnic minorities). If all the 
Third World people who make up 
the majority are poor，were in a 
lot of trouble in this state.” 

“T dont see any reason for 
concern，for fear of any kind,” 
counters Rupert Francisco， dir- 
ector of a recent study on “Third 
World Population in California” 
for the office of Lt. Cov. Mervyn 
Dymally，who is black. It was the 
Dymally study,， released 。 last 
summer，which first speculated 
publicly that California's_ ethnic 
minorities may become the state's . 
predominant population by the 
year 1990. 

The study estimates the current 
(1977) Third World population of 
California at 8,336,000 (34.7 
percent of the total population). 
This figure does not include a 
conservatively estimated 1.2 mil- 
lion “undocumented workers”(or 
ilegal aliens) 他 om Mexico. 

CONSERVATIVE 

JIn issuing the study，Dymally 

said he personally considers these 
population estimates “conserva- 
tive, like most research figures on 
Third World population.”Dymal- 
Jy and Dr Marcos Ifante，a 
population researcher at Stanford 
University，both have estimated 
the state's 。 current minority 
population at as high as 41 
percent. 
Nonetheless, the figures cited in 
jhe study represent an increase of 
more than four million 一 or more 
than a doubling of the state's 
minority population since the 
Census Bureau's 1970 findings. 

Assuming that such a rapid rate 
o growth is correct and that 让 
Wil continue unabated through 
the next deeade， the report 
projects a minority population of 
49 percent by 1985 and 60.7 
percent by 1990，mnot counting 
undocumented workers. 

Francisco ， stresses that _ the 
population figures im the report 
are estimates,”representing data 
gathered from sa variety of Third 
World inqividuals and organiza- 
tions througheut the state“Whbile 

e Census . 吾 ureau tends to 
undercount,” .he _ admits，“the 
(minority) groups tend to _ over- 


count.” 
ACCURATE 

Yet as specujative as the 人 figures 
may be，Francisco says he is 
confident his study represents a 
more accurate” picture of the 
states minority population than 
has ever ?been Presented before. 
d whether or not the study is 


totally reliable, the figures strong- 
]y suggest that a majority of 
minorities jies in California's 
future 一 让 notby 1990, then soon 
thereafter. 

Francisco says he is not at all 
certain of the ramifications of a 
Third World majority and that his 
TIeport “wasnt meant to be 
definitive，but to point up a 
Problem . 

"California culturally， politi- 
cally and socially has been 
Unaware of the growth of its 
ethnic minorities. By the (Census) 
Bureaus own admission， their 
figures are defective in many 
respects. Yet their data is utilized 
for public policy decision and 
fiscal allocations both nationally 
and locally.” 

Francisco says his motivations 
in putting together the study were 
to “encourage the Bureau to 
formulate a new method to gauge 
Third World population and to 
force the state to begin planning 
for the implications of this 
emerging “phenomenon in its 
midst.” 

CLOUT OR BOUT? 

While Francisco simply calls his 
findings “good news”for Third 
World peoples，other observers 
specujate that such a character- 
jization may depend on whether 
the various ethnic minorities can 
form political coalitions. 

“If there is increased unity， 
there will be sizeable political and 
economic clout,” says George 


Singh.“If that fails to develop， 


majority status could mean very 
little. Even in Oakland，where 
Third World people already make 
up about one-haljf of the 
population，we have very little 
econormic clout.” 

Troy Duster，a University of 
California sociologist who special- 
izes in urban issues，agrees. “A 
coalition w 训 be important，but 让

In a similar vein，Roberto de la 
Madrid，the lieutenant governor 
of the Mexican state of Baja， 
recently applauded his country- 
men who illegally come to the 
U.S. in search of work as“pion- 
eers.” 

Still， Duster says another 
important question involves“what
